Investigating civil rights 
down in El Salvador 


By Lisa A. Boudreau 


While some Andover stu- 
dents and teachers went 
south to vacation during Feb- 
ruary break, Tom Meyers, a 
social studies teacher at Do- 
herty Middle School, went 
south to investigate human 
rights violations in El Salva- 
dor. 

During his week-long stay 
there, Mr. Meyers took a tour 
of a village called Corral de 
Piedros, which was attacked 
Feb, 11. His group, including 
20 people from the Jesuit Hu- 
man Rights Commission and 
Detroit Bishop Thomas 
Gumbleton, was going to the 
village to participate in com- 
memoration services for peo- 
ple who died in the attack. 

Getting to the village was 
extremely difficult. The Sal- 
vadoran military had cor- 
doned off the area, he said. 


“We were told by the El 
Salvadoran military that to 
cross their line would violate 
orders of the El Salvadoran 
government at a time when 
they were under seige, which 
is analogous to martial law, 
and we would be subject to 
arrest,’ Mr. Meyers said in 
an interview with the Towns- 
man. 

While the group was de- 
tained, two U.S. Army advis- 
ers arrived and backed up 
what the El Salvadorian 
troops had said. 

“They said it wasn’t our 
business to go up, that we 
were interferring in El Salva- 
doran politics,” Mr. Meyers 
said. 

‘They said we could be per- 
ceived as ugly Americans,” 
he added.

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Computer unit 
sets sail

Editor’s note: This is the ninth article 
in a series of bi weekly articles written by 
the school system’s computer education 
director, who will be describing the third 
ae of Andover’s computer education 
plan. 

Do the terms dory, 
throater, gaffer, Salt-pass- 
er, trolley-pusher, tongue 
boy, jigger and grapnel 
mean anything to you? To 
a sixth-grader at either of 
Andover’s middle schools, 
these terms are part of an 
interdisciplinary unit in fons 
the second year of its voy- / 
age. It’s the “Voyage of 
the Mimi,” which set sail 
at both schools last year. 

It is a multimedia program that allows 
teachers to use videotapes, workbooks, 
computer hardware, software and video- 
disks to teach students about whales and 
their environment. The package contains 
four modules that help students improve 
thinking skills by learning about whale 
boats, navigation, ecosystems, survival 
and human nature. Twenty-six video- 
tapes, each 15 minutes long, help drive 
the other components of the program, 
These lessons are divided into two catego- 
ries: episodes and expeditions. 


The 13 episodes depict the travels and 
adventures of a crew of scientists study- 
ing humpback whales in the Gulf of 
Maine. The stories accurately depict how 
scientists think about the world and how 
they seek answers to questions about its 
workings. The documentary expeditions 
are visits to places where interesting peo- 
ple are doing work that relates to an as- 
pect of science touched on in the episodes. 

The expeditions are hosted by one of the 
young actors from the cast of the series 
and show how real people are working in 
the real world with the ideas and issues 
brought out in the fictional context of the 
drama. 

Last year both schools used two of the 
four modules, ‘Maps and Navigation’ 
and ‘“‘Whales and their Environment.’’ 
The ‘Introduction to Computing” unit 
taught students the basics of Logo. Since 
Andover students are taught Logo at the 
third grade level, it was unnecessary to 
repeat this unit in grade six, 

‘Maps and Navigation” helps students 
make the transition from the two-dimen- 
sional world of maps and charts to three- 
dimensional navigation. Students can use 
maps, charts and computer software to 
learn about longitude, latitude and other 
navigation skills. 

‘Whales and their Environment”’ helps 
students understand the hysical environ- 
ment of whales and their relationship 
with humans. This unit comes wirh work- 
books, maps, charts and a computer labo- 
ratory that contains sensors and probes, 
These devices: allow’ students, to collect

Computer unit sets sail at schools

data about heat, temperature, light and 
sound that can be displayed and stored. 
- Students can use the computer as a tool to 
measure, record and analyze scientific 
data. This data is fed into the computer 
and then can be evaluated by teacher and 
student. Studénts also use educational 
software to find lost whales and ships and 
reinforce the concepts stressed in the 
workbooks. 

The final unit, ‘“Ecosystems,”’ has been 
added to both sixth-grade curricla this 
year. This unit helps students understand 
the elements and relationships within 
ecosystems with emphasis on food chains 
and food webs. Teachers from both mid- 
dle schools spent two days last summer 
working with Jack Farrell, an educatio- 
nal consultant from Newburyport. He 
helped them explore the National Marine 
Fisheries, a 133-foot schooner called the 
Coronet and Plum Island. Teachers 
learned about the delicate balance of life 
that exists in all ecosystems and how to 
use some of the new materials. 

Teachers at both middle schools in- 
clude Candy Borrello, George Walsh, 
Sheila LaMontagne, Bill Skladany, Irene 
Crane, Dorothy Rosenfield, Robert Little- 
field, Sue Rodgers, Helen Caplan, Moe 
Ferris, Dick Loschi, Jim Redmond, Jane 
Snow, Charles Donovan and Walter Ros- 
sini. 

Teachers at West Middle said ‘“‘Mimi”’ 
has become a true interdisciplinary unit 
at the school. Teachers have incorporated 
various activities of the Mimi into almost 
all of the regular disciplines. Students not 
only learn science and math concepts, but 
write journals about each character, de- 
velop charts and graphs on food chains, 
develop whale mobiles and have had a 
book fair based on the various compo- 
nents of the Mimi. Students in one class 
have assumed the roles of the characters 
on the Mimi ship. Each student acts out 
how the character behaves under various 
circumstances experienced on the voy- 
age. One group of students has assumed 
the personality of the Mimi and give their 
impressions of the characters based on 
the point of view of the ship. 

Ms. Rodgers and Ms. Caplan have de- 
veloped “Mimi boxes,” sets of materials

boxed together that allow students to do 
extra activities associated with the Mimi 
adventure. Each box contains directions, 
materials and evaluations for use by indi- 
vidual students, small groups or as a 
jumping-off point for a class project. The 
varied activities in each box are hands- 
on, self-directing and self-contained. The 
boxes also provide problem-solving and 
creative exercises. Both teachers have 
made additional boxes for teachers at Do- 
herty. 

Another West project is the creation of 
dories by sixth-grade students in John 
Fawcett’s industrial arts class. Dories 
are fishing boats still being built in New- 
buryport. Mr. Fawcett is working with 
the sixth-grade team to help students bet- 
ter understand the life of a fisherman, He 
explains the difficulties fishermen face 
each day as they attempt to bring home 
enough fish to be sold for profit. 


Students learn about the sea and its - 


farmers. Plans for a dory are given to 
each student who constructs the boat us- 
ing industrial art materials and equip- 
ment. The results, on display in the 
industrial arts room, are well worth a vis- 
it. Last year Mr. Fawcett had his stu- 
dents build rowboats, but the dories are 
even more complicated to construct. 

Ms. Rodgers says the Mimi unit is an 
excellent complement to the middle 
school science program. It gives students 
an opportunity to receive hands-on expe- 
riences with real-life situations and is an 
excellent example of interdisciplinary ed- 
ucation, she said. Science, math, lan- 
guage arts, social studies and industrial 
arts are combined. 

Teachers Charles Donovan and Mr. 
Fawcett will share their experiences with 
other middle school teachers at a middle 
school conference in Hyannis, sponsored 
by the New England League of Middle 
Schools. 

Computers play a part in this program 
as well. Students use wordprocessing, 
graph experimental results, probes to re- 
cord data from experiments and educa- 
tional software. The computer blends in 
naturally with this program as the pro- 
gram blends in naturally with the curric- 
ulum. Hopefully, there will be more 
Mimis to sail in the future.

In the last AVIS (Andover Village Im- 
provement Association) article in the 
Townsman we followed the elusive Skug 
River through two reservations, Skug 
River and Hammond.

By following another trail slightly to the 
east you will reach a comfortable resting 
rag a log bench at the foot of Hoyer’s 

. Dick Hoyer, former Taft warden, 
built the bench as well as birdhouses that 
he placed throughout the reservation. 

The Taft Reservation is considered one 
of the finest AVIS properties for wild 
flowers, yellow lady slippers, cardinal 
flowers and many other specimens that 
have been catalogued by John Gould, fac- 
ulty member at Phillips Academy and an 
authority on wild flowers. 

The Taft family has had a long history 
of interest in this historic section of And- 
over. Two generations of Tafts have occu- 
pied the Salem Street Gray Homestead 
since 1932. Its outbuildings and acreage 
are evidence of a once self-contained 
household. A shoemaker’s shop stood on 
the property and land crops were raised, 
grain ground, live stock pastured, flax 
grown and fashioned into linen and wool 
spun and woven. The old weaving shed 
has returned to active use through the 
skill of Mrs. Taft. 

Rebekah Lockwood Taft, now living in 
Colorado and one of the inheritors of the 
property, was the donor of this unusual 
reservation. While living in Andover she 
was an AVIS trustee in the 1960s and a 
friend of Andover’s “father of conserva- 
tion,” Harold Rafton. By her request the 
land was named in memory of her moth- 
er, Amy Gordon Taft. She wanted her 
land kept in preservation and left in its 
natural and unimproved state. 

This reservation is especially che- 
rished. One neighbor living near these 
woodlands asked me not to write too en- 
thusiastically about “‘his’’ reservation. 
“‘We want to keep it a secret so ‘our’ res- 
ervation won’t get crowded,”’ he said.

formation about the reservation. 

About half a mile south of the Taft Res- 
ervation on the Route 125 bypass, oppo- 
site the State Police Barracks, is another 
interesting AVIS reservation, Rocky Hill, 
a geological gem. 

Here you will see rocks that geologists 
have declared to be among the oldest in 
the world. The rocks exposed on this res- 
ervation are mere stubs of mountains 
that have been worn down through count- 
less ages of exposure. Notice two major 
rock types, Andover granite, light colored 
and coarse grained, and Salem diorite, a 
darker fine-grained rock. The striations 
on the rock are typically from glacial pol- 
ishing. 

Climbing on the east side of the reser- 
vation, along the path circling the steep

granite cliff, you realize how rugged 
these granite rocks are. A small glacial 
moraine and kettle holes are further gla- 
cial evidence. At the end of the climb you 
will emerge from this rugged terrain to 
find yourself within sight of homes on 
Rocky Hill Road. Keep to the eastern side 
of the property and you will be rewarded 
by an overlook. Continue down and 
around and you have returned to your 
starting point, making a circle of the res- 
ervation. 

This property was acquired between 
1963 and 1968 mostly from purchases 
made in separate parcels. However, the 
33-acre reservation was complete by 1968 
with a gift from Phillips Academy of an 
ecologically important swampland near 
Route 125. 

Adolph J. Buczynski is warden of this 
property. AVIS maps of all reservations 
can be found at Moor and Mountain, Me- 
morial Hall Library and town offices. 
“AVIS, A History on Conservation,” a 
book by Juliet Haines Mofford, is avail- 
able at Moor and Mountain, Andover 
Bookstore and Andover Antiquarian 
Books.

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Four seek one seat on School Committee 


By Lisa A. Boudreau 


Four Andover residents are run- 
ning for one seat on the School Com- 
mittee, at the Monday, March 26, 
elections. The position was vacated 
when committee Chairwoman Mar- 
go Tilghman announced she 
wouldn’t seek re-election due to her 
husband’s job relocation. 

Five people had announced their 
candidancy on a write-in or sticker 
campaign but one withdrew his 
name from the race last week. 

John Mercier said he withdrew be- 
cause the other four candidates were 
equally as qualified to sit on the 
committee and he is busy at his job. 

The four remaining candidates are 
Joseph Frio Jr., pher Outwin, 
Antonio Mendoza and Debra 
Silberstein. The Townsman inter- 
viewed the four. 

Joseph Frio 

Joseph Frio Jr., 31, lives at 97 
Chestnut St. with his wife, Debbie, 
and 8month-old son, Joseph III. Mr. 
Frio is an account executive at In- 
terlogic Trace in Wilmington. 

The couple moved to Andover two 
years ago from Arlington. One rea- 
son they moved to Andover, said Mr. 
Frio, was the ‘“‘excellent reputation” 
of Andover’s schools. 

Schools are facing a budget 
crunch due to a decrease in state 
aid. Mr. Frio would like to see more 
businesses volunteering their per- 
sonnel and resources to public 
schools to help defray the increasing 
cost of education. 

Through the cooperation of Mr. 
Frio’s employer and Junior Achieve- 
ment, he taught a business and eco- 
nomics class last year at West 
Middle School for one hour, a few 
mornings each week. 

“This town is filled with very well 
educated professional people who 
are quallified to help out in schools,” 
he said, 

Mr. Frio said he would like to see 
every option explored to alleviate 
anticipated overcrowding in the 
schools before he would consider 
bonding money to build a new school 
or add more space to an existing 
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grams, school space and mainte- 
nance should not come from a 
Sai rages 2% override right now, 
said Mr. Frio. He favors across the 
board cuts until a detailed program 
for spending override money could 
be implemented. 

Mr. Frio’s previous political expe- 
rience is a one-year term as a town 
meeting representative in Arlington. 

He believes he should be on the 
School Committee here because he 
has innovative ideas and a business 
background that will help manage 
the responsibilities and problems 
facing the town’s schools. 

“Another, and the most important 
reason,” said Mr. Frio, “‘is that I 
have a child. I want to make sure he 
gets the best education possible in 
Andover.” 

When asked if he had the time 
needed to devote to the office, Mr. 
frio said he would make the time. 

Christopher Outwin 

istopher Outwin, 42, who has 
a doctorate in education, lives at 4 
Highvale Lane, with his wife, Glen- 
na; daughter, Laurel, a third-grader 
at South School; two sons, Mark, a 
first-grader also at South; and 1& 
month-old Michael. The family has 
lived in Andover six years. 

Dr. Outwin is an assistant profes- 
sor of mass communication at 
Emerson College in Boston. He ran 
unsuccessfully for School Commit- 
tee last year. ; 

He is a member of South School’s 
Parent Teacher Organization and is 
the group’s liaison to the School 
Committee. He was also a member 
of the system-wide task force that 
reported back to the School Commit- 
tee last year on the state of And- 
over’s school buildings. 

Andover doesn’t have the money 
to finance all the problems outlined 
in the task force’s or professional 
consultant’s reports, said Dr. Out- 
win. But, he added, “prudent” re- 
storation of the problem-plagued 
buildings should and could be ac- 
complished. 

His son, Mark, is in a classroom of 
27 children at South School. It is the 


highest student-teacher. ratio.at the . 


elementary level in Andover, 
according to Dr. Outwin. (Twenty- 
seven students to one teacher is the 
maximum allowed under the current 
School Committee guidelines for 
first-grade classes. ) 

He said parents of other children 
in this class have pulled together 
and voiced their concerns and are 
trying to find ways to reverse the 
trend of pushing student-teacher ra- 
tios to the limit. 

“T would vote for, and I believe the 


town would approve, a Proposition - 


2% override to pay for a thoroughly 
oreo plan for school space,” he 
said. 


Experience as a professor, atten- 
dance at nearly every School Com- 
mittee meeting during the last few 
years and participation in a PTO 
have prepared him for a School 
Committee seat, he said. 

“The School Committee is already 
represented well by the business 
community. I think my background 
in education would be a plus in deal- 
ing with cutbacks,” he said. 

Dr. Outwin said his teaching 
schedule would allow the flexibility 
needed to devote time to the com- 
mittee. 

Antonio Mendoza 

Antonio Mendoza, 43, lives at 257 
North Main St., with his wife, Zorai- 
da, and son, Antonio, a freshman at 
Andover High School. The couple 
also has a daughter, Glorivee, a 
third-year student at UMass, Am- 
herst. 

The Mendoza family moved to 
Andover six years ago, when Mr.

Mr. Mendoza said a Proposition

nance Committee and come to a con- 
sensus of how to Lge financing 
the town’s needs,’’ he said. 

Mr. Mendoza is currently the pres- 
ident of the high school’s Parent Ad- 
visory Council and the president of 
the Greater Lawrence Family 
Health Center. He was the founder 
of M.I.R.A., an information and re- 
ferral center for the Greater Law- 
rence area. 

He previously was a member of 
the Andover Business Industry and 
Education Collaborative Committee, 
the board of directors of the Merri- 
mack Valley United Fund, And- 
over’s representative to the Greater 
Lawrence Community Action Coun- 
cil Inc., and a member of the board 
of directors of the International In- 
stitute of Greater Lawrence. 

Mr. Mendoza said his community 
involvement, especially at the high 
school, has prepared him to serve on 
the School Committee. He said if he 
is elected he will resign as PAC pres- 
ident and focus his energy on the 
School Committee. 

Debra Silberstein 

Debra Silberstein, 30, lives at 28 
Burton Farm Drive, with her hus- 
band, Don, daughter, Allyson, who 
will be at Shawsheen School next 
fall, and 3-year-old son, David. 

Mrs. Silberstein, who is a lawyer 
practicing in Salem, and her hus- 
band moved to Andover five years 
ago. She said she’s been interested 
in running for School Committee for 
a few years, but didn’t feel the time 
was right until now. 

She said funding both essential 
school building maintenance and 
providing needed classroom space 
should be committee priorities. 

“Somewhere down the line a Prop- 
osition 2% override will be inevi- 
table,’’ said Mrs. Silberstein. 

Before she would support an over- 
ride, Mrs. Silberstein said she would 
investigate options such as user 
fees, or what she prefers to call 
“supplemental payment” for extra- 
curricular activities. 

“T recognize that options like these 
have. drawbacks, but they’re worth

Carlos Barcelos, who along with 
his brother, Jose, owns Barcelos 
market on Main Street, made a busi- 
ness decision in closing the grocery 
store, the candidate said. 

“He’s going out, but another busi- 
ness is going to come in,” Mr. 
Downs said. 

Town Manager 

Good communication skills are 
among the qualities Mr. Downs is 
looking for in a new town manager. 
Budget cuts 

Andover is already taxing up to 
the levy limit of Proposition 2% and 
future revenue reductions could 
cause residents to choose between 
cuts in services or voting for over- 
rides, according to Mr. Downs. 

“I believe our growth will drop 
next year and that is part of what 
Proposition 2% was based on,” Mr. 
Downs said. 

“In 1981 and 1982, when Proposi- 
tion 2% was first proposed, the town 
supported it. Since then the town has 
done a pretty good job of staying 
within the limits,’’ Mr. Downs said. 

“Im. not saying the services 
haven’t suffered, but we agreed as 


to where we’d put things off,” he 
said. ‘Since 1982, we’ve neglected 
the infrastructure. 

“Now, we're at the point where 
the citizens want us to stay within 
Proposition 2%, and they’re not in- 
terested in voting for an override,” 
he said. “‘They can’t have it both 
ways.”’ 

But an override would not pass 
easily in Andover, Mr. Downs said. 

“The only way an override would 
pass is it would have to be for a spe- 
cific, important pele I don’t think 
it would pass for general govern- 
ment. 


Mr. Downs would not name any 
particular item or service he would 
be willing to put to a vote. 

“You say be more specific. This is 
one of those things where I don’t like 
the idea of cutting services,’ Mr. 
Downs said. 

“First of all, public safety is one of 
the top priorities that you try to 
leave alone. 

“All of the services that we pro- 
vide have evolved over the years 
from the need for those services. I 
don’t think there are any of these 
that I would be comfortable in cut- 
ting,’’ Mr. Downs said. 

Postal service 

Mr. Downs wants postal service 
downtown and said he was always 
under the impression that an annex 
of some kind would be added at the 
Old Town Hall. 

“When the post office moved out 
of the center of town down to Stevens 
St., the town manager, Ken Mahony 
at the time, was negotiating with the 
post office to put a postal annex in 
Old Town Hall,” Mr. Downs said. 

The announcement by post office 
officials during a public forum in 
January that they intended to close 
the Shawsheen substation in ex- 
change for the downtown service 
caught Mr. Downs off guard. 

The status of the Shawsheen postal 
service should not be tied into what 
happens in the downtown area, 
according to the selectman. 

“Right now, up at Old Town Hall, I 
would like to see them put in an an- 
nex,” Mr. Downs said. 

“In a year or a year and a half, 
when their lease at Shawsheen runs 
out, they should address that situa- 
tion under conditions that exist at 
that time.” 

There is also no reason for the 
town to buy the old post office build- 
ing, according to Mr. Downs. 

“I really can’t see why the town 
would want to buy it at this time be- 
cause we have no specified use for it. 
It’s not really that big and there is 
no parking,’ he said. 

Relationship to boards 

The rapport between the Board of 
Selectmen and other town boards is 
good, but could be improved, 
according to Mr. Downs. 

“T think it’s good, but I think it 
could be better through better 
means of communications,” he said. 

“We do well with the boards. In 
fact, within the last few years, we’ve 


formed these joint meetings between 
the selectmen, the School Commit- 
tee and the Finance Committee.” 

But the selectmen don’t always 
get as much information as they 
need from other boards and town of- 
fices, according to the candidate. 

“The town manager is a profes- 
sional. The Board of Selectmen are 
part-time help,’’ Mr. Downs said, 
adding that his fellow members 
aoe necessarily like him saying 
that. 

Sometimes it’s hard to keep the 
board informed on some of the im- 
portant issues in the town and nei- 
ther the board members nor the 
town manager have the time to sit 
down and discuss every issue. 

“We could make communications 
a little bit easier so we are better 
informed on these things,” Mr. 
Downs said. 

Schools 

The DiNisco Kretsch report said 
Andover should spend approxi- 
mately $15 million over the next few 
years to upgrade the school build- 
ings. But all the items on the list 
cannot be funded under Proposition 
2%, according to Mr. Downs. 

“If the School Committee or the 
town wants to adopt the DiNisco re- 
port, in its entirety, they’ll have to 
decide whether they want to go to an 
override,’’ Mr. Downs said. 

Women Voters 

“I think the League of Women Vot- 
ers has a great deal of interest in the 
operation of the town and I think 
they’re an asset to the town,” Mr. 
Downs said. 

“They do a lot of work and they do 
in-depth studies, and they make rec- 
ommendations and, most of the 
time, their recommendations are 
considered, by me anyway.” 

Role on the board 

“I ran for the board because I 
really have a sincere interest in the 
town,’”’ Mr. Downs said. 

“The only role I have to play on 
the board is that of using the best 
judgment I can and vote the way I 
feel is fair and just. 

“T’m on the board for the best in- 
terests of the town.” 


Sue O'Neill 


An override is in the near future 
for Andover schools and a postal fa- 
cility downtown would provide 
greater service than the Shawsheen 
location does, according to Sue 0’- 
Neill, candidate for the Board of Se- 


lectmen. 

Ms. O‘Neill, 42, of 11 Argyle St., is 
making her first run for a seat on the 
board. A wife and mother of three, 
Ms. O’Neill is a former nurse, Viet- 
nam veteran, Peace Corps volunteer 
and Townsman reporter. 

She is a member of'the Cable Ad- 
visory Committee and volunteers 
her time to several organizations in- 
cluding CLASS Inc., the Andover 
High chapter of A Better Chance, 
Lazarus House, the Merrimack Ju- 
nior Theatre and the Andover 
Theatre Company. 

She has lived in Andover six 
years, previously living in Bar Har- 
bor and Hampden, Maine. 
Downtown business 

The downtown business commu- 
nity is a vital part of Andover and 
selectmen should do all they can to 
sustain it, Ms. O’Neill said. 

‘The selectmen are limited by the 
fact that you are talking about the 
open market,”’ Ms. O’Neill said. 

Board members missed an oppor- 
tunity to show support for business 
with the recent vote to retain the 15 
percent tax classification shift, 
according to Ms. O’Neill. 

“T don’t think, truthfully, that will 
make a hair’s difference what will 
happen to the business, but I think 
it’s a symbol. We have not given a 
vote of confidence to the businesses 
that we are truly trying to help them 
out. 

“Tt’s not fair in a bust economy.” 

Decisions such as the classifica- 
tion vote will come back to haunt the 
town when it comes time to ask for a 
Proposition 2% override if business- 
es choose not to support it, accord- 
ing to Ms, O'Neill. 

Town manager 

Selectmen should be looking for a 
new town manager who recognizes 
the importance of a thriving down- 
town and who can lure business to 
Andover, but who also values open 
space, according to Ms. O’Neill. 

“One of Ken Mahony’s good traits 
is that he was able to help in attract- 
ing industry, in an orderly manner, 
to Andover.” Ms. O'Neill said. 

“His business acumen, his will- 
ingness to look behind the scenes,”’ 
she credits Mahony’s bringing busi- 
ness to town. 

A new manager should recognize 
the image of a New England town, 
she said. 

“Tt all comes down to a New En- 
gland personality — someone who 
values the green spaces,”’ she said. 
Budget cuts 

Residents are hostile to the idea of 
an override at this point, but either 
cuts in services or overrides are 
going to be necessary in the near fu- 
ture, according to Ms. O’Neill. 

“We're kind of looking for a pot of 
aoe that isn’t there from the state,” 

. O'Neill said. 

Any cuts would need to be clearly 
identified to be approved by resi- 
dents.

:public about the subcommittee’s 
abilities and powers. This newspa- 
ed has received several letters in 

e last few weeks, letters that com- 
plain about Barcelos market clos- 
ing. Writers ask the selectmen or 
the town manager or someone to do 
something about it. 

This is America, folks, the land 
where market forces dictate what 
works in a downtown such as And- 
over. But Planning Board members 
are wise to form a subcommittee to 
study the situation. Hooks Johnston, 
,cChairman of the subcommittee, is 
pent in first sending the committee 
into the businesses on Main Street 
to talk with entrepreneurs there 
who may be experiencing a hard 
time. 


The subcommittee is made up of 
some heavy hitters, including for- 
mer Town Manager Kenneth Maho- 
ny, so residents should feel 
confident that if they write subcom- 
mittee members, or attend their 
meetings when they’re scheduled, 
that someone will be listening, tak- 
ing their fears and thoughts into 
consideration.

I am writing to finish a phone con- 
versation with our state representa- 
tive, Susan Tucker. Since last July, I 
have been calling her every few 
months to reiterate my position on 
the continuing state budget crisis: 
reduce state spending. Today she 
hung up on me when J insisted that 
she and her legislative colleagues 
are not doing enough on the grounds 
that $1.2 billion in new taxes are 
needed. In fact, the amount has in- 
creased since last July. 

Mrs. Tucker, you didn’t give me a 
chance to end the conversation, so 
let me finish with the following 
facts. First, state spending has in- 
creased by 13.5 percent per year be- 
tween 1984 and 1989, while the 
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He wants to pick a bone with State Rep. Tucker 


inflation rate has been only 5 per- 
cent per year. Second, ‘‘budget bus- 
ter” costs (which you claim to be 
trying to control) will increase from 
under $3 billion (fiscal 1987) to over 
$5 billion (projected, fiscal 1991) or 
about 13 percent per year. As you 
know, these costs include Medicaid, 
debt service, group insurance for 
state employees, MBTA and state 
employee pensions. 

Finally, according to the Massa- 
chusetts Taxpayer Foundation, the 
number of “equivalent positions’’ in 
executive agencies has been reduced 
by 4,339 between June 1988 and Jan- 
uary 1990 because of layoff, attrition 
and retirement. Although reduction- 
in-force cannot, by itself, solve the 
budget problem, it does indicate that 


only 6 percent of the 69,736 positions 
(June 1988) have been eliminated, 
compared to overall spending incre- 
ments at the 13-14 percent level. 

In short, Mrs. Tucker, you are 
spending too much money and this is 
why we are in a financial mess. 
Your phone suggestion of possibly 
withholding local aid is an inappro- 
priate solution. As we all know, this 
would be a de-facto tax without a 
legislative vote, since the cities and 
towns would have to increase prop- 
erty taxes to make up the difference 
(for example, to pay for raises in 
teacher salaries). Instead, I recom- 
mend a 10-percent across-the-board 
spending cut, or about $1.2 billion 
from a $12 billion dollar budget. 
Mrs. Tucker, how do you feel about 


that? 

Mrs. Tucker’s inappropriate re- 
sponses symbolize the frustration of 
the legislature with a budgetary sit- 
uation that has now reached crisis 
proportions because of legislative 
unwillingness to make hard and 
timely decisions. It seems that our 
elected officials have lost sight of 


the sound princple that you shouldn’t 
spend more than you have. Raising 
taxes is not the answer because the 
problem has gotten and will continue 
to get worse. The answer is to re- 
duce state spending. I think it’s time 
for a change, not only in Andover but 
across the state.

Editor, townsman: 
Now that the names of our town man- 
ager finalists have been presented, I 
would like to offer some insights into the 
_ board’s responsibility during the election 
process so that you — the residents of 
Andover — may clearly understand just 
how much a part of the search process 
‘ie you have played and will continue to play. 
i. To begin with, the selection of a town 
manager is, without a doubt, the greatest 
and most significant task any town board 
¢, of selectmen can undertake. In reality, 
the town manager sets the tone for the 
By entire governmental operation. His or her 
attitude toward ‘public’ service is 
passed along to the staff, which in turn 
answers to the public. This attitude can 
either instill trust in the government or it 
can suspend communication to the extent 
that the public is not served and, in fact, 
begins to question all phases of the opera- 

tion. 

The Board of Selectmen is given the re- 
poner eh through the election process, 
of insuring that the town manager carries 
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i out the policy of the citizens. To that end, 
gl: the relationship between the town man- 
ager and the board must be based on 
trust, confidence in the manager’s admin- 
istrative capabilities, ongoing commu- 
nication and a clear definition of 
ee priorities for the town. 
When the current board was notified of 
«Mr. Mahony’s resignation, we immedi- 
ately set into motion the advertising proc- 
ess and ended up with 102 letters of 
interest that were offered for our consid- 
eration. In a public meeting, the decision 
was made for the board itself to act as a 
search committee, as opposed to naming 
a citizens’ committee or to bringing in an 
outside consultant to oversee the various 
phases. Combining our diverse interests 
and backgrounds, we felt, as representa- 
tives of the town, that we were in the best 
position of finding that one individual who 
would have an excellent public rapport, 
outstanding administrative skills, a 
“erackerjack financial background, a 
strong commitment to our town and to the 
town meeting form of government and 
one who had no “skeletons in the closet’’ 
— that’s certainly not too much to ask for 
our town. Furthermore, the board agreed 
to continue the search until such an indi- 
vidual was found. 

An absolutely essential part of the ini- 
tial screening phase was public input, 
which the board sought by soliciting oral 
and written testimony. This input proved 
to be invaluable in both our screening of 
applications and in our formulation of 
questions during the initial interviews.

Part one, the official white punch- 
card ballot that is electronically 
counted, is where residents will cast 
one vote for the Board of Select- 
men’s seat, one vote for town moder- 
ator and one vote for one Housing 
Authority seat. 

Because Margo Tilghman with- 
drew from the at-that-point uncon- 
tested School Committee race after 
the deadline for filing candidacy pa- 
pers, the four candidates’ names 
won’t appear on the official white 
ballot. The space for School Commit- 
tee will remain blank on the white 
ballot and shouldn't be tampered 
with, said Ms. Hanson. 


Part two, the gray envelope, has a 
blank line where a voter can write 
the office of School Committee and 
the name and address of the candi- 
date he or she wishes to elect. 

All four School Committee candi- 
dates say they will be outside the 
polling place at least 150 feet from 
the entrance, as required by law. 
For voters’ convenience the candi- 
dates say they will hand out printed 
stickers with the candidates’ names 
and addresses, The stickers should 
be placed on the outside gray enve- 
lope, not the printed ballot card, 

If a candidates’ name or Sticker is 
placed anywhere but the gray enve- 
lope, the whole ballot must be hand 
counted, said Ms. Hanson. 


If a candidate’s name for School 
Committee or any other office is 
written on the gray envelope and it 
isn’t legible, the vote may not be 
counted. 

“If the intent of the voter can be 
determined, the vote will be count- 
ed,”’ said Ms. Hanson.

ers said at least 100 women and chil- 
dren from the village they were 
trying to get to arrived on the scene. 

“They wanted us to walk with 
Ahem back to the village,’”’ he said. 

‘Six of us decided when the people 
asked us to cross, we would cross.” 

The Salvadoran military at- 

.-tempted to stop the villagers and six 
observers by holding out their arms, 
said Mr. Meyers. 

“We just walked right through. 
There wasn’t any hard shoving or 
anything,” he said. 

Three of the people Mr. Meyers 
was with had been arrested the pre- 
vious fall while accompanying refu- 
gees in exile in Honduras back to 
their homeland. 

“They were stripped down, hand- 
cuffed, blindfolded and threatened 
with death,’’ he said. 

~« “T was terrified. I thought I was 
going to be arrested,’”’ Mr. Meyers 
said. 


Mr. Meyers went to the Central 
American country as part of the In- 
terfaith Office on Accompaniment, 
an ecumenical group affiliated with 
Catholic University in Washington, 
D.C. This wasn’t the first time he 
was in El Salvador or another Latin 
American country. 

Last October he was part of a 
group of residents from the Fifth 
Congressional District who accom- 
panied Salvadoran refugees, living 
in Honduras, attempting to go back 

«to their homes. 

Part of Mr. Meyers’ job was to ob- 

serve and chronicle the human

tions’ High Commission of Refugees 
and America’s Watch. 

The fighting in El Salvador is part 
of a decade-old civil war. The U.S.- 
backed, government militia has 
been warring against the Farbundo 
Marti Liberation Nacional, a guer- 
rilla coalition. 

“The military of the El Salvado- 
ran government was involved in tre- 
mendous attacks on the civilian 
population in these areas,” Mr. Mey- 
ers said. 

The areas of greatest contention

Since 1987 hu- 

man rights groups, such as the one 

Mr. Meyers is affiliated with, have 

worked with the refugees, moving 

back to Salvador from refugee 
camps across the boarder in Hondu- 
ras. 

“It’s a diffucult process because 
the El Salvadoran military doesn’t 
want these people going back in. 
They (the military) are scared that 
these people may be sympathetic to 
the FMLN,” Mr. Meyers said. 

“There have been numerous testi- 
monies (from refugees) of military 
soldiers going to the camps and 
physically abusing pone, beatings, 
rapes etcetera. All are human rights 
violations,”’ he said. 

The new democratically-elected 
administration of Violeta Chamorro 
in neighboring Nicaragua may have 
an effect how American officials 
supporting the El] Salvadoran gov- 
ernment view affairs in Central 
America in the future, said Mr. Mey- 
ers. 

He said the extent of U.S. involve- 
ment in every day life is hard to 
fathom. Just before he planned to 
return to Andover in February, he 
was involved in organizing and ad- 
vertising a memorial service for six 
Jesuit priests murdered last year in 
El Salvador. 

When he attempted to place an ad- 
vertisement inviting the public to 
the memorial service, the advertis- 
ing man at the El Salvadoran radio 
station asked if he had received per- 
mission from the American embassy 
to hold and advertise the service,

said Mr. Meyers. 

“Just that one story tells you'the 
tremendous influence we (Ameri- 
cans) have over their entire socie- 
ty,” he said. 

Mr. Meyers said that current 
events in Eastern block countries, 
with the democratic victory in Nica- 
ragua, are changing the way Ameri- 
cans think about their government’s 
foreign policy. 


“The difference may be that the 
defense for U.S. policy given by Rea- 
gan and Bush has fallen on its face,” 
Mr. Meyers said. 

“To attempt to use the argument 
of an international communist con- 
spiracy instead of looking at the real 
issues that cause revolution — pov- 
erty, lack of control of resources, de- 
ara of peasants, now has no 
ogic.”’ 


Mr. Meyers continues to keep in 
touch with U.S. Rep. Chet Atkins 
and other members of the Fifth Con- 
gressional District who are con- 
cerned with U.S. policy and human 
rights violations in Salvador. He 

to groups around the Merri- 
mack Valley about what he has wit- 
nessed. 

He will be speaking at seminars~— 
and presenting slides of his travels 
at Phillips Academy, Merrimack 
College, Salem State College and the 
University of Lowell in the near fu- 
ture.
